_ To Hit : Municipalites 


New Bill Provides for for Municipalities 
To Pay 10 Per Cent,» 


Provincia legislation providing for 
old age pensios has béen introduced 
in the ACberta legislature in thoe form 
of an act just printed and now in the 
hands of the members. .The Alberta 
bill supplemets the Dominion _legisla- 
tion passed in 1927 and institutes a 
sstem of old age pensions in Ajberta. 

The maximum pension payable un- 
dey the scheme shall be $240 yearly 
wh'ch shall be subject. to reduction by 
the amount of the incdme of the pen- 
sioner in excess of $1,250, ‘he re- 
ceipt of a pension shal not by itself Mi 
donstitute a disqualification from 
voting at a provincial or municipal 
election, Every municipality within 
whose area a pensioner is résident, 
shall, out of its general revenue, pay 
to the Provincial Treasurer 10 per 
cent, of the amount paid during the 
previous year to* persons resident 
within such municipality, Those en- 
titled to pensions are the same as the 
schedute set forth in the Dominion act

Canata Shows Remaeckabio 
Growth : 

“The mayors of two hitndted and 
fifty cities and towns in Canada have 
been circularized in a special drive 
to promote town planning, conductea 
under the auspices of the Associa- 
tion of Dominion Land Surveyors,’ 
paid T. H. Bartley, D.L.8., who pre- 
sented the report of the town plan- 
ning committee to the annual cun- 
vention of that association at Otta- 
wa. This action follows ao desire 
for co-operation with the town plan- 
ning institute on active ‘educntive 
work. Although it will scarcely be 
possible to gauge the direct result of 
this campaign at least some good 
results may reasonably be expected. 

A review ‘of town planning artivi- 
ties for the past year shows greater 
activity throughout the Dominion 
than ever before. The capital led 
in actual results with its construc- 
tion of the Champlain bridge across 
the Ottawa River, which completes 
another splendid driveway, and opens 
up the approach to the fine scenic 
firea on the northern side of the 
river; and with the preparation, by 
esha of two large spaces, for 

e@ new Confederation Purk and 
Square. Construction on the. new 


* block of government buildings op 


Wellington street is also in progress 
Vanecouver’s comprehensive zoning 
plan, backed ‘with the, necessary le- 
gislation, is expected to be published 
shortly. ‘The municipalities of Point 
Grey and South Vancouver have been 
amalgamated with the city. Point 
Grey, it is pointed out, has a fully 
developed scheme of its own. 

Alberta, with its recently formed 
bureau of town ‘planning, and Sas-

Canadian Seed Growers Association 
Encourages Use Of Best 
Varieties ; 

In the great wheat growing areas 
of Western Canada the use of pure 
seed of varieties adapted to the 
growing districts is of gréit import: 
ance. Investigations Carried on by 
the Cereal Division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, as 
well ag by other institutions indicate 
the need for the utmost attention to 
this matter. 

Referring to thjs question in his 
latest annual feport, Mr, L. H. New- 
man, Dominion cerealist,” regards 
| the development of dependable seod 
as one of the most important and 
most pressing features of the work 
of his division. The cereal division 
has done a great amount of work in 
developing dependable varieties of 
grain, particularly in producing pure 
seed of vaniéties -adapted to the 
widely varying conditions found in 
this country. It is recognized that 
while plant rigour may produce and 
develop superior varieties, yet, rcoal 
value in such varieties to the coun- 
try depends upon the extent to which 
they come to be used. To encour- 
age and promote a more general use 
not only of the best varieties, but of 
good seed of these varieties the 
Canadian Seed Groweys’ Association 
was organized some twenty-five 
years ago. The Dominion cerealist 
and this organization are working in 
close co-operation to raise the gen- 
eral standard of the cereal growing 
industry in this country. 


Banner Year For Sheep 


Statistics Show Farmers Received 
Higher Returns In 1928 

In the main Canadian sheep own- 
ers have experienced another banner 
year, state officials of the Canadian 
Co-Operative. Wool Growers, 1n' sum- 
marizing the 1928 results. Prices for 
both wool and lamb have been most 
remunerative, the wool clip averaging 
from .five to twenty-five per cent. 
above values for the previous season 
and lamb ‘prices fully equal tu the 
high level of a year ago. 

The shé¢ep -population-of the coun- 
try has shown a steady increase. 
with excellent gains in the four west- 
ern provinces and Ontario. Prac- 
tically all good females have been 
retained for breediig purposes, and 
there seems to be an incrensing ten- 
dency on the part of grain growers

A few of the larger sheep 
ranchers in Southern Alberta have 
sold part of their holdings, {t is true, 
but a greater number of these bave 
gone to increase the population of 
British Columbia, into which, it is 
estimated 5,000 head -of breeding 
ewes were transferred from the prai- 
ries last fall alone.

Feeding tests conducted at the Do- 
minion Experimenta] Station, | La- 
combe, indicate that pigs placed on 
a ration made up entirely of meals 
from the cereal grains tend to be. 
come unthrifty and, as a result, 
make slow and comparatively ex- 
pensive gains as compared with pigs 
whose rations are properly supple: 
mented, The cereal grains are de- 
ficient in both protein and- mineral 
matien A certain amount of protein 
for body growth, and mineral mat- 
ter for bone development must be 
supplied with the home grown 
cereals before maximum © develop- 
ment: of the growing pig can be at- 
tained, The addition of ‘skim-milk 
or buttermilk, to a cereal grain ra- 
tion has been found to be the most 


{ satisfactory for supplying the ne- 


cessary elements for the growth of | 
bone and body| but when these dairy 
products are not available, or avail- 
able in limited quantities only. vari- 
ous combined protein and mineral- 
supplements, and mineral nuxtures 
are effective in speeding up gains 
and cutting down the amount of 
grain required to produce a hundred 
pounds of pork.

‘Varieties of Wheat 


At Lacombe Experimentat 


Station 
Many varieties of wheit jhave. beer 
tested ‘side by side at the Lacombe 
Alberta, Experimental Station. In 
his report of the work’ of the Sia 


partment of Agriculture, 
Mr. F. H. Reed, 
makes the observation that the hoav- 
leat y elding sorts are not always the 
best varieties to grow. Such late ma- 
turing kinds as Renfrew and Early 
Red Fife, Ottawa 16, are so late ma- 
turing that the grain produced takes 
such a low grade that it has little 
more value per pound than oals or 
barley, A second group of varictics 
which includes Marquis, Huron, Red 
Bobs, and varieties of similar matur- 
ity, frequently escape frost injury 
and are considered safe varieties to 
grow on fallow or new breaking -in 
the pafk belt of the province of Al- 
berta. Tho third, or early maturing 
group, which includes varieties with 
maturity similar to Garnet and Re- 
ward, are much safer varieties from 
the standpoint of maturity. Speaking 
of Marquis, otherwise known as Ot- 
jtawa 15, Mr. Reed expressed doubt 
if a better wheat can be found for 
most districta where it will mature. 
While numerous: varieties will. pro- 
| duce higher yields under - certain 
| conditions, there is no other variety 
which combines the desirable charac- 
teristics of a good wheat to the same 
} extent as Marquis. Growers who are 
| farming in districts’ where Marquis 
| matures and where it fs not affected 
j with rust, are advised.by. Mr. Reed 
; to continue growing this variety as 
| commercial grain, The newer variety 
Garnet, Ottawa 652, has proved its 
Ev arnaetatied on many farms in the 
|park belt of © entral Alberta during 
[ae year under review. In. most 
| cases it has graded from one to three 
| grades higher than any other varlety 
that has been’ grown side by side 
with it. Votcing the opinion of some 
of the wheat growers the superinten- 
dent points out that Garnet tas a
